Sir: 

Referring  to  your  letter  of  yesterday  in  reply  to  mine  of  the 
24th  instant,  requesting  copies  of  contracts  made  with  the  Scovill 
Manufacturing  Company  in  1891  and  1892,  I  would  state  that  I  find, 
upon  examination  that  under  date  of  January  15,  1891,  the  Director 
directed  the  Superintendent  to  enter  into  a  new  contract  with  the 
Scovill  Manufacturing  Co.,  in  terms  similar  to  the  contract  of 
March  20,  1890,  but  I  cannot  find  from  the  records  of  the  Bureau 
that  this  new  contract  was  ever  forwarded  for  approval. 

In  regard  to  the  contract  for  1892,  I  would  state  that  I 

find  upon  examination,  that  all  the  bids  received  and  opened  on  the 

18th  of  August  of  that  year  were  nearly  50  percent,  higher  than  the 
bids  for  blanks  purchased  under  the  contracts  of  1890  and  1891  and 
were  declined.  It  appears  that  after  some  correspondence,  the  then 
Director  agreed  to  receive  the  blanks  from  the  Scovill  Manufacturing 
Co.,  at  the  old  rates,  viz:  19.94/  for  one-cent  blanks  and  31.94/ 
for  five-cent  blanks.  From  this,  I  am  under  the  impression  that  no 

formal  contract  was  entered  into  in  1892,  as  the  records  of  this 

Bureau  do  not  show  that  any  such  contract  was  ever  forwarded  for 
the  approval  of  the  Director. 


I  would,  however,  be  very  glad  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  con¬ 
tract  of  1891  as  I  feel  almost  sure  that  a  contract  was  executed.

■la  'view  of  the  present  controversy, between  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  Free  Coinage  of  Silver, and  these  of  the  eiagla  gold  standard, 
it  has  occurred  to  me  that  a  cola  might  be  devised, which  would  make 
^osaible  the  eoiaage  of  a  part  of  the  silver  produced  ia  this  country, 
and  1  herewith  submit  some  calculations  and  suggestions  with  that  sad 
ia  view. 

The:aoheme  may  be  impracticable, but  such  aa  amalgamated  cola, if 
ia  conformity  to  formula  C, would  be  of  a  size, and  oould  be  of  such  de¬ 
sign, as  to  be  easily  distinguished  from  any  of  the  present  United 
States  coins, and  give  a  place  aad  use  for  silver  mot  at  preseat  at¬ 
tainable. 

Aa  experiment  might  be  made  with  the  silver  bullion  now  ia  the 
Treasury, aad  the  coins  used  to  redeem  the  Treasury  Notes, as  they  are 
presented  from  time  to  time, at  the  Uaited  States  Treasury  for  redemp¬ 
tion. 


'  I  . have  not  included  in  the  formula  the  cost  of  alloy, but  as. the 
Miat  charges  only  two  cents  per  ounce  for  the  copper  used  to  alloy 
gold  coins, the  cost  per  dollar  would  be  slight. 

These  calculations  were  iaitiated  whea  silver  was  worth  ia  the 
market  6®  cts.  per  ouaoa.and  I  have  not  changed  that  value, because 
it  was  coavenieat  being  1  1/^  mills  per  ouaca  of  pure  silver.  Of 
course  any  coin  which  contains  a  portion  of  silver  is  liable  to  some 
fluctuations, and  therefore  in  any  event  is  objectionable, but  these 
slight  fluctuations  would  not  perhaps  be  a  bar  to  the  amalgamated  ooin 
herein  suggested.

Should  an  amalgamated  coin  be  legalized, the  following  questions 
would  be  naturally  asked. • 


Interrogatory  First.  Would  such  a  coin  circulate. 

Answer.  Just  as  well  as  any  coins  have, either  silver  or  gold.  ' 

No  one  wants  to  take  and  keep  the  coins  we  have, except  for  a  specific 
purpose.  Even  the  gold  coins  are  invariably  deposited  in  3anks,or 
passed  off  as  soon  as  received;  and  so  long  as  payer  which  is  at  ar 
with  gold  circulates,  the  coin.'  is  not  wanted  for  circulation. 

Interrogatory  Second.  •  Would  these  coins  have  an  equal "commercial" 
value  for  export? 

Answer.  As  they  would  contain  a  commercial  bullion  value  ecgual 
to  the  "fiat"  value, and  could  be  easily  converted  into  their  component 
parts, that  is , gold, silver  and  alloy  (copper)  at  a  nominal  charge, they 
would  doubtless  be  readily  taken, either  at  home  or  by  other  nations. 
With  silver  at  60  cts.  per  ounce, it  is  extremely  probable  that  tae 
fluctuations  would  be  so  very  small  as  to  a  ;n  obstacle:  as 

the  difference  between  the  pure  silver  at  60  cts.  and  at  67  cts.  per 
ounce, (the  present  value)  in  the  formula  B  Coin, would  only  be  aoout 
41/2  cts., on  the  300  Grains  therein  and  make  the  coin  more  valuable, 
and  therefore  readily  taken.  It  is  true  the  fluctuating  value  of  silr 
ver  is  one  of  the  obstacles.  But, if  the  value  of  silver  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  coin  is  fixed  at  60  cts.  per  ounce, which  is  as  low  as  silver 
can  probably  be  produced  for  years .-especially  if  there  should  be  a 
demand  for  coinage, -by  the  plan  proposed, the  slight  premium  would  be 
no  objection.  I  recall  when, prior  to  the  late  War,  Mexican  and  "Span¬ 
ish  Milled  Dollars"  were  at  a  premium  of  10  to  15  per  cent  in  the  mar¬ 
ket, they  circulated  quite  freely, even  then.

Interrogatory  Third.  Will  the  Silver . Producers  have  their  pro¬ 
duct  coined  at  60  cts.  per  ounce? 

Answer.  If  not, they  would  be  without  excuse, for  the  coin  they 
would  get  would  have  a  value  practically  eaual  to  the  difference  in 
trice, between  60  cts.  per  ounce  and  the  market, if  higher  than  that. 

Interrogator y  Fourth.  How  would  the  Silver  Producer  get  his  gold 
to  use  with  his  silver  for  coinage? 

Answer.  A  class  of  brokers  would  be  evolved  which  would  l  rc 
his  bullion  or  his  Mint  Certificates, and  furnish  him  with  the  ^old  to 
coin  with  the  silver.  This  would  adjust  itself. 

Interrogator y  Fifth.'  Would  not  the  silver  bullion  be  exported, if 
the  market  price  was  over  60  cts.  per  ounce? 

Answer.  Doubtless, to  a  limited  extent.  But  the  price  of  silver 
would  decline  if  too  much  was  offered, and  then  it  would  be  coined.

examination  as  to  the  character  of  repairs  needed  in  relation  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  Vault  C, ,  I  have  the  honor  tc  report  as  follows: 

The  condition  of  the  Vault  is  as  described  by  the  Director  of  the 
Vint.  The  dainpness  is  to  such  extent  as  to  effect  material  of  a  perish¬ 
able  nature .  I  suggest  that  the  dampness  in  this  Vault  is  caused  by  a 
lack  of  ventilation  ,  l.htre  are  large  drops  of  water  on  the  ceiling, 
evidently  caused  by  condensation  .  The  ceiling  to  the  larger  part  of  this 
Vault  is  made  by  the  under  side  of  the  pavement  of  the  court,  it  ; ;;  cov¬ 
ered  v/ith  iron,  the  pavement  being  exposed  to  the  weather  causes  a  low 
^©nperature  and  this  causes  condensation,  proper  ventilation  would  pre¬ 
vent  this  condition.  The  finish  of  the  pavement  is  made  of  Meuchutel 
Asphalt.  There  arc  afow  cracks  and  broken  places  in  the  finish  coat,  and 
possibly  ; art  of  the  dampness  in  the  Vault  is  caused  by  leaks,  also  where  - 
the  wood  finish  of  the  wall  of  the  building  Joins  the  pavement  over 
Vault,  part  of  the  wood  is  decayed  and  permits  water  to  run  under;  this 
may  cause  a  leak.  The  ceiling  of  the  Vault  shows  lines  of  rust  at  the 
beams,  the  paint  being  destroyed.  I  suggest  that  a  board  ceiling  wi 


2  inch  air  space  would  prevent  the  condensation  to  a  great  extent, 
that  there  be  a  coat  of  r.onchatel  Asphalt  1/2  inch  thick  put  over  t

entire  pavement  in  the  court,  there  are  broken  places  in  the  floor  of 
the  corridors  of  the  Vaults  which  should  he  repaired,  the  walls  ancl  / 
ceilincs  of  the  Vault  should  be  painted. 

I  am  informed  there  is  immediate  necessity  for  the  use  of  this 
Vatilt  for  storage  of  money,  great  inconvenience  being  occasioned  by  the 
loss  of  its  use,  owing  to  this  exigency  I  recommend  that  the  Custodian 
be  authorized  to  have  the  vrork  done  immediately.. 

t,.  <?.  Filbert  of  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Co.  gave  me  an  estimate  in 
amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  (< 17$. >  for  the 
l/2  inch  coat  of  Neuchatel  Asphalt  on  the  entire  pavement  of  court  and 
repairs  to  t*-s  floors  of  Vault  corridors  which  seems  reasonable. 

I  have  not  obtained  an  estimate  f or  the  board  ceiling,  but  owing  to 
the  character  of  the  work  it  could  not  be  a  large  amount. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  a  necessity  for  the  work  to  be  done  by 
specially  qualified  Vault  o0  Safe  workmen. 

Should  you  determine  to  have  ventilation  supplied  1  suggest  the  man¬ 
ner  should  bs  determined  by  you.

In  accordance  with  your  request  of  the  24th  instant, I  have  ,on 
the  28th  instant, visited  vault  "0"  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  build¬ 
ing, and  with  Mr. Herman  Kretz, Custodian  of  the  building, made  a  thor¬ 
ough  examination  of  same  and  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  fully 
concur  in  the  report  made  by  Inspector  Roberts  on  March  5th, 1896; 
viz, to  have  a  -broad  ceiling  with  air  space  above  same, placed  in 
vault  "0"  and  also  have  the  entire  pavement  of  the  court  covered 
with  a  half  inch  (0*  l/2")  thick  coat  of  neuchatel  asphalt  in  a 
first  class  manner, picking  the  present  surface  sufficiently  to  af¬ 
ford  proper  bond.  Walls  and  ceiling  of  vault  should  be  pointed  and 
floor  of  corridors  repaved  where  necessary.  The  work  Is  very  urgent 
and  hence  I  recommend  that  Custodian  be  authorized  to  have  same  done 
at  once. 

Vault  "C"  is  now  provided  with  a  vent  flue  which, however, is 
ineffective  as  no  air  inlet  is  provided  and  hence  no  circulation  is 
obtained.  To  provide  air  inlets  I  recommend  that  two  or  three  inch 
(O'  3")  air  inlets  be  placed  on  each  side  of  vault  door  in  the  same 
manner  as  arranged  for  the  other  vaults.  The  latter  work  should  be 


f 
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included  in  the  authority  to  Custodian. 

The  circulation  of  air  will  keep  vault  in  proper  condition.

We  have  youra  of  Apr.  17th  with  the  notification  of  the  ahipmert  of  59  boxes  old 
metal  and  general  instructions  as  to  its  re-working, etc* 

According  to  the  understanding  had  with  Mr.  Preston  and  yourself,  we  have  been 
re-working  the  other  metal  which  we  had  on  hand  to  have  it  ready  to  ship  to  you  when  this 
stock  came  in.  My  understanding  was  that  it  was  your  wish  and  Mr*  Preston's  wish  to  con¬ 
fine  future  shipments  of  blanks  to  as  near  the  standard  as  possible,  and  this  has  been  our 
aim,  although  we  could  not  always  cover  on  the  mart,  especially  in  this  re-worked  material, 


I  note  your  request  that  you  would  like  the  total  weight  of  the  blanks  return" 


ed  to  be  divided  equally  one-third  light,  one-third  standard  and  one-third  heavy.  We  do 
not  see  how  we  can  follow  these  directions  in  the  present  instance,  but  we  can  and  will 
make  you  special  lots  when  you  are  nearing  the  end  of  the  coinage  of  this  work,  so  you 
will  be  able  to  even  up  the  weights.

This 
weighing  should  be  accurately  made,  as  the  object  of  it  is  to 
ascertain  as  nearly  as  practicable  the  amount  lost  by  abrasion  on 
the  coins  of  each  year.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  hold  this 
coin  intact  until  Monday  next,  when  I  may  have- some  further 
instructions  to  give.

The  following  regulations  govern  the  issue,  redemption,  and  exchange  of  the  paper  currency  and  the 
gold,  silver,  and  minor  coins  of  the  United  States  and  the  redemption  of  national  hank  notes  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  United  States : 

I. — ISSUE  OP  UNITED  STATES  PAPEE  CUEBENCY. 

1.  The  Treasurer  will  forward  new  United  States  notes,  Treasury  notes  of  1890,  or  silver  certificates, 
by  express,  at  the  expense  of  the  consignee,  at  Government  contract  rates,  or  by  registered  mail,  registra¬ 
tion  free,  at  the  risk  of  the  consignee,  in  return  for  such  notes  or  certificates  unfit  for  circulation,  national 
bank  notes,  fractional  silver  coin,  or  minor  coin,  received  for  redemption. 

2.  Silver  certificates  are  issued  by  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurers  upon  a  deposit  of  standard 
silver  dollars. 

IL— ISSUE  OP  GOLD  COIN. 


3.  Gold  coin  is  issued  in  redemption  of  United  States  notes,  in  sums  not  less  than  $50,  by  the  Assistant 
Treasurers  in  New  York  and  San  Praneisco,  and  in  redemption  of  Treasury  notes  of  1890,  in  like  sums,  by 
the  Treasurer  and  all  the  Assistant  Treasurers. 

in.— ISSUE  OP  STANDAED  SILVER  DOLLARS  AND  FRACTIONAL  SILVER  COIN. 

4.  Standard  silver  dollars  are  issued  by  the  Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurers  in  redemption  of  silver 
certificates  and  Treasury  notes  of  1890,  and  are  sent  by  express,  at  the  expense  of  the  Government,  in 
sums  or  multiples  of  $500,  for  silver  certificates  or  Treasury  notes  of  1890  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  or 
any  Assistant  Treasurer. 

5.  Upon  the  deposit  of  an  equivalent  sum  in  United  States  currency  or  national  bank  notes  with  the 
Treasurer  or  any  Assistant  Treasurer  or  national  bank  depositary,  fractional  silver  coin  will  be  paid  in 
any  amount  by  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurers  in  the  cities  where  their  several  offices  are,  or  will 
be  sent  by  express,  in  sums  of  $200  or  more,  at  the  expense  of  the  Government,  or  by  registered  mail,  at 
the  risk  of  the  consignee,  in  packages  of  $50,  registration  free,  from  the  most  convenient  Treasury  office, 
to  the  order  of  the  depositor.  For  this  purpose  drafts  may  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  or  the  Assistant 
Treasurer  in  New  York,  payable  in  their  respective  cities  to  the  order  of  the  officer  to  whom  sent.
